No Guards Posted 


A scouting party sent out later 'by

The town went to sleep. 
No '.guards 
were posted. 
A volley at close range • wakened 


the defenders of the town- this -morn- 
ing, too late for them to' gain -the 
trenches and resist the rush of the 
rebels. Part of the federals entered 
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off a couple -of blocks away, -where they 
were roughly treated. 


WOMEN STOPPED. 


Later the women started to arrive and 


they were also roughly handled. The offi- 
cials of the mill put up a strenuous pro- 
test and tried to reason with the Work- 
ers, stating that they were the only "mill 
in the world allowing their employes an 
eight-hour day. 
Finding- that this was 


of no avail, they called on the Central 
police station and a large force of offi- 
cers was sent to the spot. Before they 
could reach there, however, a riot had 
ensued.

The total vote cast at the last.election in the city at which the 


candidates running today were nominated was 20,584. This was 
not considered as heavy a vote as it was thought would be polled 
when the number of candidates was taken into consideration. Al- 
though there has been a refluction of -the aspirants by more than 50 
per cent, there is reason to believe that the number of «votes which 
will be cast today will greatly exceed the total reached at the nomi- 
nating primary.

In all parts of the city the votes cast at noon today were in ex- 


cess of those cast just three weeks ago, in some instances the in- 
crease being- in. the'-vicinity of 50 per cent. There is every Reason 
to believe, in fact, that the vote cast .today will be the heaviest ever 
recgrded at a municipal election in this city. The weather is abso- 
lutely perfect to bring out the vote that an unpleasantness in the at- 
mosphere keeps within doors,, and especially a large portion of the 
commuter vote which has no love for" standing in the rain or breast- 
ing chilling breezes from the bay. ** 


In some places there were instances which showed that the 


genial warmth of the day had brought to the polls in chairs and car- 
riages invalids who had not voted 'for years and who were delighted 
to feel that the moderation of the temperature had enabled them to 
perform one of the duties of citizenship which had been long denied 
them.

Charged with, the malicious and felon- 


ious murder of Captain B. H. Madison, 
the 
-wealthy ship chandler and vessel 


owner of Hayward, Gus Borreia appeared 
this forenoon before Jud£e J. E. Prewett 
of Placer county, sitting in the criminal 
department for Judge "William S, "Wells, 
for 
arraignment. 
Ho 
-was unable to 


•walk or stand-without tho aid of crutches, 
as he is still suirbrlng from the bullet 
Y/ounds he sustained while trying to es- 
cape from pursuing- officers immediately 
after tho shooting of Madison. 


Asked if he was represented by a law- 


yer, Borrels replied that he has asked a 
San Francisco attorney to appear for 
him, hut he "was not present. The pris- 
oner said that he had written one letter 
to tho lawyer and sent him three tele- 
phone requests subsequently to take his 
case, and has received no answer one'way 
or the other. » Borrels declared that he 
could not understand such conduct on the 
part of a lawyer and insisted that the 
uttorney should be summoned by the 
court.

was that in. some of the precincts. 30 per 
cent of the vote registered had been cast 
when tho polls ha,d been open but two 
hours. Many of the people who depos- 
ited these early, ballots were mechanics 
and other industrial workers, people wno 
are employed in various' -ways in San 
Francisco and who are compelled to tafce 
early trains to reach their places of em- 
ployment on time. 


In the 107th precinct,, which is located 


on Fourteenth,street opposite the Uelrose 
station, at 8 o'clock this morning thare 
were 107 votes polled. 
In this precinct 


the registered vote is 465. 
During the 


hour from 6 to 7 o'clock this morning, 
the first hour the polls were open in the 
precinct, seventy votes were polled, which 
was at the rate of more than one a min- 
ute. This is probably a record mark In 
local political balloting, and was thirteen 
more votes than were cast at the last 
primary in- the sama place. 


In precinct No. 108 in 
the 
seventh 


ward, at the hour mentioned, there v/ere 
eighty-four votes cast out of a registry 
of 298. 


In tho 104th precinct at 8:30 o'clock 


there were 360 votes In the box out of a 
total registration of 614. Tns officers of 
the polling places stated that they ex- 
pected to poll the 
highest 
percentage 


which has ever been voted in that dis- 
trict. In the 102d district, there were 69 
ballots deposited at 8 o'clock, leaving only 
a few more than 1BO to exhaust the regls-. 
tration. 
At the engine house in Fruit- 


vale 111' votes had been deposited at 9 
o'clock, which represented one-fourth of 
the voters in the precinct. 
WorKers at Polls 


. This showing is characteristic of the' 
roting in all the precincts of the eastern 
part of the city. At all the polling places 
there were workers for many of the can- 
didates but, in a special manner, for,

In that section, too, there was a rich-

This -,vas accounted (or in a 
way by some of the campaign man- 
agers by the statement that there are 
thousands of people in that section 
-who take offense if they are asked to 
vote for this or that candidate, for 
the reason that they feel that they 
wa'n't to vote for the person who satis- 
fies their idea of propriety and not 
the individual who happens to be 
simply the friend of a third party. 
Whatever may be the cause it is 
nevertheless a fact that there -were 
many of the polling places in' that 
section of the city which did not see 
a political worker throughout the day. 


The absence of the "workers had

Refuses to Grow Frightened 


Over Farmers' Threats to 


Desert Party. 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
9. — President 


Taftt indulged In. some, talk yesteray in 
explaining to twenty-five members of the 
National Grang-e that he does not intend 
to play politica with the Canadian, recip- 
procity agreement, even if the enactment 
of that measure by Congress costs him 
the farmers' vote. The President told his 
visitors bluntly that he was sorry to hear 
that the Republican farmers would .desert 
the party If the agreement goes through, 
but the fear of such a desertion would 
not change his conviction as to the' wis- 
dom of such legislation. He said he be- 
lieved reciprocity to be tho best thing for 
the whole country. 


N. P. Hull, master of the Michigan 


Grange, spokesman for the farmers, in- 
timated strongly that tne farmer does 
not like reciprocity and that Republican 
votes are likely to be lost if the measure 
is passed. 


WARNING FROM FARMERS. 


"If reciprocity goes through," said he, 


"It means we must take less for our 
wheat and less for our products, and that 
means a halt in the improvement of our 
homes and the education of-our children. 
Take the States along the line—Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Maine, New Hampshire and 
Vermont. In the past the farmers of 
these States have been the backbone of 
Republican protection. You could count 
on these people every time. 


"If this measure goes through It will 


discriminate against our markets and 
Canada will get the benefit; it will make 
it harder for us to get a dollar. No Pres- 
ident ever commanded the faith of the 
farm people in times past more than, you, 
and I ask you whether you do not think 
we will suffer if we are put on a free 
trade basis?" 


"Certainly," 
said 
the 
President. "I 


have no disposition to interfere with the 
prosperity of those who make up the bone 
and sinew of our population—the farmers 
—and I am convinced I am in no way in- 
terfering with. it. If I am—it we carry 
through this treaty, and it turns out 
it does produce the injury you anticipate 
—It can be repealed by a single Congress. 
"It does not last longer than either 


side desires it to last. I am convinced 
that after it has been given one year's 
trial neither side will think of reversing 
It. That is my conviction. I cannot go 
into an argument. 


STICKS TO GUNS. 


"You say the Republican farmers are 


going to desert us if we put that through. 
I am sorry If that is to be the case, be- 
cause I have 
personal liking- for the 


Republican farmers just a little mite 
stronger than for the Democratic farmers, 
although they are all citizens of the 
"United States, whose welfare I must hold 
equally In my care. 


"But my convictions with respect to 


the advantage 
of this treaty -Is very 


deep. So far as the effect on my per- 
sonal political fortunes, it ought not to 
influence me and does not influence me- 
in the slightest. 
"I believe this treaty to be the best 


thing for the , whole country, including 
farmers, merchants, laboring men and 
all, because I believe-it la contrary to 
nature, It is flying in the face of Provi- 
dence to put an artificial wall like that 
between this country and Canada,, and 
not get the - benefit that will inure to 
people of the same traditions, the same 
language and practically with, the same 
character of labor."

Rebels Enter Juarez 


Efforts of go-betweens to stop the 


fighting have failed becamse of tha 
difficulty of handling the insurrectos, 
who already had entered Juarez. 
General Navarro would have con- 
sented to an armi'stico if the insur- 
rectos had evacuated the town and 
stated this to General Madero over 
the telephone early today, but the 
rebel chief by that time had given 
orders for a general attack princi- 
pally to reinforce th.» 200 men who 
had forced their way into Juarez de- 
spite the federal treruthes, barricades 
and outposts. 
Bullets have been notr.ring into El 
Paso since the attack began at 4:40 
a. m., but the American troops have 
kept sightseers three blocks from the 
river front. 
Privates Emlllc Garcia and Cassidy 


of the American legion with the in- 
survcctos came to El Pas.-o this mora- 
ine; to tret food. 
They stated that

rectos and it was not permitted to 
sross. 
The insurrocto 
officers contended 
that they held the port of entry and 
that they haa a. right to bring food 
supplies to their men. 
Battle in Streets 


Fighting In the streets of Juarez 


continues. A rebel in Juarez, tele- 
phoning MaSovo's headquarters, said 
that the revolutionists were in pos- 
session of many streets. 
Federals as well as rebels have 
taken refuge in the residences of 
Juarez and are- firing from windows 
and doorways. 
Scores of insurrectos 
are stealing into the main section of 
the city sheltered by tha adobe houses. 
General Navarro has stationed his 
machine guns sA the 
crossings of 
principal streets. 
Numerous skirm- 
ishes are In progress in the outskirts 
of the town. 
At 11 o'clock 500 rebels were seen 


dashing 
up Commerce street, 
the 
main thoroughfare of. the toivn. The 
rebels ho.ve retired somewhat to the 
hilly portion ot Juarez, due south on 
the river front. 
Still Hold Church 


An Associate Press correspondent re- 


turned from, the Jntorlor of Juaroz at 
12:10 
o'clock. The rebels slowly are gain- 


ing possession of tho town. The federals 
arc keeping- \ip a continuous firing from 
the church In the center of the town, but 
from no other point. The Insurrectos are 
•withholding their fire and cautiously ad- 
vancing on the federal stronghold.

Garibaldi had just ^Iven orders to

The Catholic church was set on flre 
after it had been riddled with bullets. 
Those inside who sought to escape by 
dashing through the flames failed. 
They were shot as they emerged from 
the burning building. 
Two of the buildings in the town 
and the bull ring have been burned, 
but it is thought that the rest will be 
spared by the victors. 
The American Red Cross this morn- 
ing asked permission to go into the 
town and care for the wounded. 
Reports from

camp 
of the 
United States troops at the line are 
that two Americans were killed when 
they attempted to escape from Tia 
Juana this morning, but whether they 
were members of the rebel band or 
were residents of Tia Juana has not 
been established. 
A great crowd of spectators slept 
at the line last night and were or- 
dered away from the line this morn- 
ing by 
the 
United 
States . troops. 


Many bullets sped into American ter- 
ritory, but as the fighting was half 
a mile from the line the spectators 
were practically safe. 
At 9:50 oclock this morning fighting 


at Tia Juana ceased. 
Rebels Rejoice 


From the American line half, a, mile 
away the rebels could be plainly seen 
walking in the streets, . throwing up 
their hats and calling and beckoning 
to the hundreds of spectators at the 
line to visit the town. 
A Red Cross party, as a result of 


a request sent from the rebel leader, 
was made up at the line to visit the 
town and care for the wounded. 
.Three-quarters of a mile northwest 
from Tia Juana and nearer the line a 
force ot about ten federals engaged 
in a battle with most of the rebel 
band. 
About fifteen or twenty fed- 
erals who were. in the adobe customs 
house made a rush for freedom on 
their horses at 9 o'clock this morning-. 
Half 
of 
them 
reached the school 


house, which is1 a large wooden build- 
ing on the Mexican side of' the line. 
The balance were seen to drop from 
their horses as they were killed and 
wounded by the rebels. 
Shot as They Fled . 


The dislodgment from the customs 


house was effected by a force of 25 
rebels, who arrived from Tia Juana 
this morning, "went down the river bed 
between the Mexican town and the 
American line and in doing BO secured 
a position in the rear of the customs 
house. The adobe building, no longer 
tenable, was deserted by the federals 
and tho race for the school house 
through a gauntlet of bullets was be- 
gun. One and two at a time the Mex- 
icans dropped from their horses, but 
about half the band reached the build- 
ing, 
which they later deserted. 
A few federals are believed to be 
making their way through the thick 
brush of the river bed to the ..Imerican. 
line. The United States troops at tho 
line -were reinforced this morning by 
fifty men from Fort Rosecrans and 
the vigilance of the men and.officers 
has been redoubled to prevent sympa- 
thizers and the curious crossing the 
line. 


At 10:30 this morning a telephone 
message from the carnp of the troops 
was that the federals in the school 
house soon abondoned the building 
and reached 
the 
American line in 


safety, where they surrendered to the 
United 
States 
trpops. 
There were 
twelve in the party. It is now believed 
there are no federal soldiers, regular 
or volunteers, in the vicinity of T£a 
Juanai

lead of Added Revenues to Lower 


Depreciation of VaSoe in Plant 


Notification that unless an increase in 


tho water rates Is granted to cover, the 
depreciation of the value of the plant of 
the Peoples "Water Company the com- 
pany will be forced "to have resort to the 
courts was given In veiled form in a 
communication read to the City Council 
last night from Prank C, Havens, presi- 
dent of the company. 
No action was 


taken by the .council other than filing 
the letter and referring the great .sta- 
tistical statement of the claim of the 
company to the city's water rate ex- 
pert counsel and to Engineer J. H. Dock- 
well er, 


No Intimation as to 'what answer will 


be given tho company waa given by the 
members of the council last.night. Four 
years ago an agreement waa entered Into 
between President Ben H. Pendleton for 
the council and 
Louts Titus 
for the 
water company, by which in the following 
years there was granted the city a re- 
duction of ten and ten par cent for two 
years and of five per cent each for the two 
following years. 
That agreement, which 


was ratified by the directors of the com- 
pany and slfjned by President Havens, 
and which was afterwards confirmed by 
the council, contained a proviso that no 
Increase should be asked for by the com- 
pany after June 30, 1911, over the rate 
then in force. 


SEEK ABROGATION. 


Abrogation of this proviso In the con- 
tract agreement Js sought. by the com- 
pany by the claim made last night for 
an Increase In the rates to cover the 
cost of depreciation- of structural equip- 
ment fronr year to year. ' This .is sought 
under the Knoxville decision rendered by 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
in 1909, and the letter declares that the 
company 'will exact, If need be, from the 
rate fixing authorities the -return in full 
of the depreciation, 
estimated 
at ap.- 


proximately $193,700 
for the 
calendar 
year 1911. 


The matter will bo taken up at the 


next meeting, Monday . night, 
and on 
that'occasion it is thought that the pres- 
ent council will enter upon its' last big1 
battle before going out of office. The rates 
must be fixed by June 
30, when the 


present body goes out of office. . 


Attorney W. B. Creed read the letter 


to tho council, laat night, making the 
formal' demand for the increase. 
If this 


is not granted, It is assumed that the 
company will attempt to enjoin the coun- 
cil from fixing a lower rate. 


LETTER EXPLAINS. 


The letter contains the following ex- 


planation: 
"We at this, time call to your attention 
the altered condition now prevailing be- 
cause 'of 'the greatly extended limits of 
the city of Oakland that' la, heretofore, 
it lias been mutually'assumed as a con- 
dition .of fact that seven-eighths of the 
earning capacity of the Oakland division 
under common schedule of charges for 
the , entire -.division was : represented by 
the consumers -resident' within .the city 
Hmltg of Oakland 
and 
one-eighth by 
those resident without the city limits of 
Oakland. 
At the present time the ciy 
of Oakland embraces the entire Oakland 
division of this company, save.- and ex- 
cepting the towns of San Leandro and 
Emeryville, 
' 'We also call your attention to the 
fact, now of almost 
paramount 
Im- 
portance, that under the decision of the 
United States Court in the Knoxville case, 
slble for you to pursue or for us to per- 
sible for you to purse or for us to peer- 
mi t tho pursuance 
of the same policy 
heretofore employed in the fixing of rates, 
both by yourselves and your predecessors 
In your' dealings not only with this com- 
pany but with its predecessor, the Contra 
Costa "Water Company. We refer to . the 
method of determining- 
value 
of . the 
structural features of the property with- 
out allowance for .present depreciation, 
and more particularly, to the policy of 
allowing no return to the company on 
account of the annual depreciation, save 
and excepting only the actual expendi- 
tures made In the renewal of structures 
after: the same have passed out of .use. 
""We wold also respectfully call your 
attention to the fact that '' this failure 
on the part of the rate fixing powers 
to make suitable allowance has, on the 
part of your predecessors, 
been done 
under protest of our predecessors and 
Interests, the. Contra Costa Water Com- 
pany, and ralso against the representa- 
tions of this company as to the conse- 
quence of such procedure and the neces- 
sity for making an adequate allowance 
for this element of- expense. Under the 
rules laid down by -the United States 
Supreme Court in the decision heretofore 
referred to, you are required to take Into 
account existing; depreciation In the de- 
termination of the value of the property. 
Through the dereliction, therefore, of -the 
rate fixing authorities in past years, this 
company is now threatened with large 
loss through depreciation of capital which 
should have been returned to it. 
"You 
are now required to return, In 
the fixing of rates each year, the full 
amount, of depreciation accruing to , the 
property during the year for which tho 
rates..are fixed. 
This procedure, as you 
will later see, will necessitate your pro- 
viding a largely Increased revenue over 


that produced by the previous method 
employed by you. The amount of depre- 
ciation which will accrue through dete- 
rioration of structures in the Oakland 
decision of this company's property dur- 
ing the year 1911 has'been carefully es- 
timated at the sum of $196,700. 
"The subject has been gone Into with 
great thoroughness, and there is here 
compiled for your information, complete

It has been a laborious 
undertaking to make this determination, 
which to some extent is apparent upon 
the examination of the voluminous doc- 
umerjt herewlth submitted.- More than 
5,000 independent mathematical compu- 
tations were necessary In making the 
determination. 


DEMANDS $196,700. 


"Under the provisions 
of the before 
mentioned Supreme Court decision it Is 
made imperative that the water' com- 
pany shall exact, if need be, from the 
rate fixing authorities the return in full 
of this depreciation or suffer the pen- 
alty of being -without means of recov- 
.ery."This company Is, therefore, under the 
'necessity of demanding and does 'respect- 
fully demand of your honorable body the 
inclusion of Oakland's proper proportion 
of the full sum of $196,700 to cover the 
depreciation during the year .1911. 
At 
a later time this company . will advise 
you as to -what that proper portion, in 
its judgment, is. 
"You were Informed last year, during 
the Investigation leading up to rate fix- 
ing that insufficient'time was available 
to enable the company to make an ac- 
curate determination of the amount of 
the structural depreciation duriitg the 
year 1910. You were also • informed that 
the amount would'not be leas thaa $120,- 
000. . As a matter of fact we now know 
that the amount was very much In ex- 
cess of this, it being, in view of the 
computed depreciation for the year 1911, 
no doubt about $184,000. 
"It, 
therefore, becomes at ' once /"ap- 
parent that a grossly inadequate revenue 
has been allowed the company In .the 
past.' It must also be' apparent that thia 
company must Insist upon a recognition 
of its rights to an adequate revenue.

Reconstruction of Seventh Street. 


The Southern Pacific Company is keeping faith with the city 


and with the Seventh street property-owners. To the latter it agreed 
to pave the street from curb to curb with a modern .bituminized 
pavement at its own expense. To the'city it agreed on the granting 
of a new franchise to construct a modern electric railway, operated 
with an up-to-date equipment, as a substitute for the steam railroad 
which has hitherto been operated and whose franchise expires No- 
vember 19. 
: 


The corporation is fulfilling both obligations. The conversion 


of the system to electric operation it'*iust accomplish, of course, by 
the date of the expiration of the steam franchise.; otherwise, there 
i? apparently, no lawful process by which it can run steam Ibcomb- 
tives along the street and keep np the ferry service, for when the 
franchise of the line as a steam railroad terminates that ends it ab- 
solutely. It cannot lawfully operate the tracks by steam motive 
power under the electric railway franchise. 


We are not aware that any hard and fast conditions were im- 


posed upon the company regarding the time the pavement should be 
laid. 
But whether or not, the corporation is evidently bent on 


keeping faith with the municipality at large as well as with the' 
Seventh street property-owners. Respecting the city, the conversion 
of the tracks from steam to electric operation is now in progress, 
and the work of paving the street has already been started, which 
shows that the compact with the property-owners will foe faithfully 
fulfilled. 


These changes in the physical condition of Seventh street mean 


much more to the property-owners along that thoroughfare than 
they have, probably, any definite conception at the present' time; 
They also promise to make material changes in business develop- 
ment in Oakland. Up-to-date there, lias been no east and west re- 
tail business street, save short spurs projecting frdm the main north 
and south streets. Under proper conditions, Seventh street has had 
as just a claim to be a retail business thoroughfare from Bay street 
to Fallen street, as Broadway has enjoyed hitherto from First street 
to Twenty-second. The operation of a "smoky steam railroad on 
Seventh street has, however, made business development oh it im- 
possible. With a steam railroad oh Broadway or on .Washington 
street, neither could !have developed, as 'they have, as business 
streets. 
Webster street would have been a first-class retail busi- 


ness street long ago, but for the steam railroad operated oh it. Nbw 
thatjs being abolished there will be a change in its whole character. 
And such will be the case on Seventh street, as soon as the noisy 
and filthy steam locomotive disappears from it. So the prospect is 
that the future expansion of Oakland's retail district will be east- 
ward and westward, co-equal with its northerly and southerly ex- 
pansion, and this is something that prospective investors in Oakland 
realty should not lose sight of henceforth. 


The prospects of the new Copper River railroad constructed by 


the Guggenheim-Morgan combination and recently opened to traffic 
are not as rosy as they appeared to be on the opening day. The 
million dollar bridge erected at the confluence of the Copper and 
Chittina rivers which was regarded as a wonderful .triumph in rail- 
road engineering, has been put out of commission indefinitely as the 
result of an ice jam formed by the spring wreckage from neighbor- 
ing glaciers. The latter have been regarded from the very start of 
the enterprise as the most serious menace to the. enterprise and the 
most difficult problem to overcome in the)construction of the road. 
The engineers thought that they had satisfactorily solved the prob- 
lem by spanning the river with the big bridge and thus .avoiding; 
the glaciers. One of the massive spans of the bridge has been torn 
out by the pressure of the ice and the shipment to Tacdma1 of $250,- 
000 worth of copper ore per month from the big mine operated at 
the eastern terminus of the road has been stopped until the bridge 
is repaired. 


The proposition of establishing a theater train service beiweeri 


Pleasanton, Niles, Hay ward and Oakland is a good one. The com- 
mercial organizations in all these communities s'lio'uld co-operate' 
with the Chambers of Commerce of Niles and Oakland in their effort 
to carry out the plan. Oakland's theaters have been for years as 
attractive as any on the Pacific Coast and they are steadily increas- 
ing in popularity.

Madero has been unable to keep the revolutionary forces under 


restraint pending the reopening of negotiations for, peacei on the 
basis of President Diaz's manifesto. In defiance of the order of the 
provisional president of the revolutionists, hostilities have been re- 
sumed at various points along the :border—at Juarez, Tia Juana and 
other points, and at all of these points the rebels seem to b'e led by 
American renegades or adventurers. 


The renewal of hostilities at the present time and under the 


circumstances existing proves conclusively that Madero's leadership 
is a fantasy and the authority of the self-organized junta is no bet- 
ter. A strong 'hint of this fact was given when the rebels on the 
west coast paid no heed to the armistice arranged with Madero for 
the purpose of negotiating terms of peace. Indeed, the revolution 
seems to be a go-as-you-please movement throughout the troubled 
republic, having no responsible and directing head whose authority 
will be respected. In fact, Mexico is unfortunately •drifting rapidly 
into that state of anarchy into which' Diaz anticipated it might :be 
precipitated by his resignation. In all probability, the possibility of 
such a condition arising influenced him more than any other factor 
in peremptorily refusing to resign until .perfect trartquility toad been 
restored throughout the nation and the danger of anarchy had' 
passed. At all events, it is quite clear now that a stable peace, could 
not have been negotiated through Madero, for manifestly his influ- 
ence for good is not equal to that which he exerted for mischief and 
evil. He had money and influence enough to start a rebellion; but 
he has not the power or the influence to stop it. 


The new situation which has thus teen developed makes the 


problem with which the Mexican government is confronted ^rnore 
complex and more difficult to solve-than at any time since the insur- 
•ectos took the field. 


Much interest is taken at present in the northern counties'61 


the State over the proposition of opening the Feather fiver for navi- 
gation from Marysville to Oroville. In -early days, before hydraulic- 
mining was introduced, the Feather river was navigable during cer- 
tain periods of the year up to the latter city. Since then these 
lower reaches of the stream have been shoaled by mining silt The 
latest suggestion is that the gold-mining companies working on the 
Feather river bottoms near Oroville 'be encouraged to deepen the 
bed of ilie stream from Marysville up arid store debris pit the banks; 
It is assumed that enough gold can be extracted from the dredgings 
to psy a handsome profit over the cost of the operations.

Fighting the White Plague, 
~ 


D'es Moines has taken up the fight against the white plague at 


its most vulnerable point—namely, in the earliest stages of its de- 
velopment in childhood when there is the strongest assurance of 
final success. The County Board of Supervisors has decided to 
convert Ridge Camp from a hospital for incurable tuberculosis to 
a'ri open-air camp for poor children of the city in the first stages of 
the disease. The physicians in charge are satisfied that if the chil- 
dren, in the city in t-he first stages of: tuberculosis are taken in hand 
and given open-air treatment, the plague can be stamped out. ; 


One of the main purposes in the establishment of an open-air 


camp for poor children in the* incipient stages of consumption' is to 
teach them how to take care of themselves. .They are at that time 
of life when instruction will be easy and effective. Indeed, the Des 
Moines physicians regard the educational feature elf a children's 
open-air camp as the most important factor in the crusade which 
has been inaugurated toy all civilized nations to-stamp out the white 
plague. When the disease begins to develop in these juvenile pa- 
tients its. arrest under the. open-air treatment is comparatively easy. 
If allowed to live under the insanitary conditions which generally 
prevail in the homes of the poor, these patients soon pass into the 
incurable class wlien nothing can be done for them beyond mini- 
mizing as much as:possible-their sufferings and delaying the ravages 
of the disease. 


The fresh air home for children established by Des Moines on 


Ridge Camp for the treatment of first stage patients is an ideal place 
for the purpose. It is located on top of a bluff in Highland Park 
overlooking Zoo Lake and the D'es Mbines river and is surrounded 
by an abundance of beautiful trees and meadow land, with plenty of 
room for the creation of. a garden, in other words, it possesses all 
the qualities which make outdoor life attractive, and that is a won- 
derfully effec-Hve accessory in the curing of the afflicied.

a revolver and fired five shots point 
blank. 
Two of them struck Goodell 


In the left leg and a third

through the chest. 


SEEKS REFUGE. ' 


As the captain fell his assailant, 


with the smoking revolver still in his 
hand, but with no more bullets in it, 
ran to a bathroom and locked him- 
self in.

SAN FRANCISCO AND GAS 


CO. REACH AGREEMENT 


SAN FRANCISCO. May 9. — At the 
meeting of the Board of Supervisors held 
Saturday the legal trouble between the 
city and the San Francisco 
Gas and 
Electrlo Company over gas rates was 
settled when the company agreed to ac- 
cept the decision of the supervisors that 
the gas rate be 83 cents per thousand 
cubic feet, Instead of 51 for which the 
company has been contending. 


The city fixed an 85-cent rate In 1908, 


"but the company asked to be allowed 
to charge the higher rate, and has done 
.so in the Interim. By the present agree- 
ment the company consents- to the former 
rate for the coming sfcc months, after 
which time the rate will be again re- 
duced to 80 cents per thousand cubic feet 
of gas. 


The I5-cent escess over the 85-cent 
rate collected by permission of the courts 
within the past two years has not been 
available for use by t&e company, but 
Has been deposited In the bank, under 
control of the 
United1 States Circuit 


Court. This, escess now amounts 
to 


nearly one million dollars. By this agree- 
ment between the, Supervisors and the 
company, half of this amount, or nearly 
$500,000 Is returned to the rate-»payers 
and the other J500.000 will h» ut*l by the 
company for extending its laslns and
